FIXATION OF FEE STRUCTURE FOR POST BASIC B . Sc . (NURSING ) (2 YEARS COURSE ) IN 

PRIVATE UN - AIDED NURSING INSTITUTIONS.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 99 of the Andhra Pradesh Education Act , 1982 (Act 1 of 1982 ) 
the Governor ofAndhra Pradesh hereby Fix the following Fee for Private Un -aided ProfessionalColleges in the State 
of A . P. for Post Basic B . Sc . (Nursing ) course from the academic year 2009- 10 .

For Post Basic B .Sc. (Nursing ) Course : ( 2 years course ) 


(a ) 


The tuition fee is fixed . 


at Rs. 15 ,000 /- (Rupees fifteen thousand only ) per annum for each student for 50 % competent authority 
seats ; and 


upto Rs . 65, 000 /- (Rupees sixty five thousands only ) per annum for each student for 50 % Management 
seats for the academic year 2009 - 10 . 


( b ) 


A fee of Rs. 250 /- (Rupees two hundred and fifty only ) is fixed per subject as referred fee ( for failed 
students ). 


The following directions are given to the concerned Private Un-aided Nursing Institutions by the Committee 
relating to the fixation of fee structure for the above said Post Basic B . Sc. (N ) course ; 


The Management shall not charge any Capitation Fee and there shall not be any profiteering . Except the 
above Fee fixed by the Committee , no other amount, either directly or indirectly, can be charged un 
authorizedly or illegally by the Management. If any such other amount is charged under any other head 
or guise (e. g . donation etc.) it would amount to charging of Capitation Fee . The surplus (profit ) that is 
generated from the collection of the Fee must be for the benefit of the institution and cannot be diverted 
for other purposes or for personal gain ; 
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( ii ) 


The students admitted to the course during the academic year 2009 -10 shall pay every year the same 
annual tuition fee as paid at the time of their admission till they complete the course ; 


The Institutions shall collect the Annual Tuition Fee every year in advance only for that particular year 
either in a lumpsum or in installments, if they so opt; and 


(iv ) 


The Management of the institutions are also informed that fixation of the Fee Structure by the Committee 
will not by itself enable or permit the Management to run the relevant Post Basic B . Sc . (N ) course if they 
are otherwise not duly recognized by the Government/NCI/concerned University at any relevant time. 


The Registrar, Dr. NTR University of Health Sciences shall take necessary action in the matter.
